A QUESTION OF VALUE. 


A Postal Clerk, Charged With Robbing the 
Mail, Demurs to His Indictment. 


The demurrer to the indictment charging C, 
W. Gannon with robbing the mail was argued 
before Judge Thayer this morning by Gov. 
Chas. P. Johnson forthe defendant and Mr, 
Reynolds for the Government. Ganzon was a 
postal clerk on a route i starting 
at New Orleans, and he is charged with 


having stolen from the malle a letter con- 
talning tickets in a gamoling enterprise, ad- 
dressed to Mr. Samuel Huyes of this city. One 
of the tickets afterwards became worth $1,250, 
and Mr. Hayes brought suit in New Orleans 
and recovered it. Gannon was found to bave 
the ticket, but he claimed that he bought it in 
a saloon in this city. 

The indictment contains two counts, the 
first charging him with a misdemeanor, and 
no objection is raised to that. The second 
charges a felony in having taken a letter con- 
taining an article of value. 

Gov. Johnson demurred to this count on the 
ground that the statute which designates the 
articles of value the law intends 
to does not mention tick- 
ets the ones involved in 
this case, He also argued that the ticket was 
not an article of value, inasinuch as the only 
value it could under any circumstances be 
presumed to have was based on the vague 
possibilities of future chance. He also main- 
tained that the senders of the tickets were 
violating the law in sending them through the 
mail and that they did not have the protec- 
tion of the postal laws. 

Mr. Reynolds di eputed each of Gov. John- 
eon’s points and the case was submitted to 
Judge Thayer.

NIPPED IN TRE BUD. 


A Mormon Scheme to Control the Salt Lake 
Schools. 


SALT LAKE, Utah, Nov. 7.—Judge Zane yes- 
terday granted the Gentile school trustees a 
writ of prohibition preventing the County 
Court from acting on the petition of Wm. M. 
Stewart, Superintendent of district schools, 
for redistricting the public school districts. 
There are twenty-one school districts in this 
city, each having its own school and grounds, 


and the tax payers of each district 
being responsible for the support of 
its school. Each district elects three 
trustees annually to conduct the school 
affairs. In 1885 the Gentiles elected the 
first Gentile school trustee that ever held 
office here. Since that time the Gentiles have 
been paying close attention to school elec- 
tions, and the result of the elections last June 
showed that the Gentiles had seventeen and 
the Mormons forty-six. Fearing a loss of con- 
trol of this public school system, the Mor- 
mons have since that time been scheming to 
again get full supervision, and to that end on 
October 5 petitioned the County Court, which 
is a Mormon body, to sonsolidate the twenty- 
one districte in four, thereby ousting all the 
Gentile trustees should the petition be 
granted. The County Court was to have con- 
sidered the matter yesterday afternoon, but 
the writ of prohibition made returnable No- 
vember 21, prevented them.

President HARRISON is quoted as remark- 
ing complacent!y that he does not regard 
the result of Tuesday’s election as involv- 
ing the Administration. 

If this remark represents the President’s 
true sentiments; if his head is as big as 
ever; if he is thoroughly satisfied with 
himself and his conduct and sees no re- 
buke for himself in the tidal wave of 
popular disapproval which overwhelmed 
his party in Virginia, Ohio and Iowa, and 
which reduced its majority in Massachu- 
setts, he isin danger of making a bigger 
blunder than he has made in breaking his 
civil service reform pledges, in protecténg 
and encouraging boodlers and political 
corruptionists, in using public office to re- 
ward personal and partisan services and 
in making the interests of the people sub- 
servient to the interests of partisan, plu- 
tocratic and monopolistic interests. 

Granting to the fullest extent the effect 
of the anti-third-term sentiment in Ohio, 
it accounts only for the defeat of For- 
AKER. But the whole Democratic ticket 
and a Democratic Legislature, assuring 
the choice of a Democratic Senator, are 
elected on a tariff-reform and political- 
decency platform. It isa protest against 
bossism and high-protection monopoly. 
Prohibition certainly tigured largely in 
the fowa result, but so did tariff reform

Smoke Prevention—A Smokeless Tire. 


From Iron. 

Attempts to prevent the formation of smoke 
have hitherto mainly had reference to the 
fire grate or the boiler furnace. Attention is 
now being given to the fuel itself, and an 
invention is being brought out for treating 
coal chemically, so as to prevent smoke 
being formed or noxious gases being evolved. 
In this invention a solution of certain chemi- 
cals is prepared, in which the coal is dipped. 
The effect is said to be the concentration and 
hardening of its constituents. 

The effect of burning coal thus treated was 
plainly seen at a demonstration recently, at 
which we were present. There were two 
large fres burning in open grates, one fed 
with ordinary coal and the other with the 
treated coal. The ordinary coal fire gave, of 
course, the usual results of smoke and flame, 
while the the fire of the treated coal was all 
but smokeless, but bright and with plenty of 
flame. The fire, in fact, was well main- 
tained, anda good heat was thrown out. It 
is stated that the treatment of the coal costs 6d 
per ton, ail expenses included, and that the 
coal is greatly improved thefeby, so that one 
ton is equal to 25 cwt. in use.

District Attorney Reynolds Asks for New In- 
dictments, Drawn in Conformity With 
the Opinion Expressed by the Court; as 
Substitutes for the Old Ones—Sensational 
Reports Looked for Within a Few Days. 


EFORE long the

It was not expected that the Grand-jury 
would take up¢he election matters at all this 
week, but would devote its time to the ‘‘hold- 
over cases,’’ or those which have been before 
the Commissioner. Instead of that, however, 
the jury walked into court this morning and 
presented four election fraud indictments. 

Evidently the holdover cases are going to 
be sandwiched in whenever there is time to 
hear, One but the real work of the jury will 
be the investigation of the naturalization 
frauds and the indictment of offenders. 

THE FOUR INDICTMENTS 
returned this morning were against Anthony 
Schultz, James T. Garner, James Sweeney 
and Thomas C. Barron. 

They have been indicted before, and it is no 
new thing with them. 

The finding of these indictments indicates 
that the Government has swung its boom 
around and changed its tack. All of those 
whoare now under indictment will be re-in- 
dicted to strengthen the Government's 


case. This is the third time that some 
of them have been charged by grand- 
juries with having violated the election laws, 
but they seem to be just as far from the peni- 
tentiary as ever. hree times indicted and 
not once convicted, That is how the record 
will stand soon unless the court takes up the 
trial of these cases and the Distriet Attorney 
pusbes them successfully. 

The indictment of supposed offenders is of 
course a gratification to those who wish an 
honest vote and an honest count, butone in- 
dictment and a conviction beats three indict- 
ments every time. 

THE OFFENSES CHARGED. 

The purpose of the re-indictment ot ali those 
charged with frauds is to make the indict- 
ments zuit the expressed opinion of the court. 
The indictments are all under secs. 5,395 
and 5,427 of the Revised United States Statutes 
which provides (sec. 5,395) thatany one tak- 
ing a false oath to procure naturalization pa 

ers might be punished by imprisonment 

n the penitentiary forfrom oneto two years 
and a fine of not more than $1,000, and section 
5,427 provides that anyone who aids in the 
violation of the naturalization, or procures 
the commission of a violation, or counsels or 
attempts to procure a violation shall be pun- 
ished as a principal. 

The previous indictments were based upon 
these sections, but they simply charged the 
accused with having aided in procuring the 
natulization papers by fraud. 

Objection was made by the defendants that 
the indictments were not explicit enough; 
that they did not specify the crime. The de- 
fendants took the position that the fraud was 
the crime and the crime must be specificaily 
named. 

The Court was of the same opinion, and said

Now to conform to 
THE OPINION OF THE COURT. 

The new indictments have been drawn. 
They charge the fraud but go on to declare 
what it was, i. e., in concealing from the 
court certain facts concerning the applicant 
for uaturalization papers, such as the fact 


that he had not resided the requisite 
length ot time in the country. 
did not come here two years prior 


to attaining his majority and remain here for 
five years, and that he was not attached to 
the principles of the constitution. And fur- 
ther fraud is charged in having sworn to the 
court.issuing tne papers that the reverse of 
the above was true, and the applicant was 
justified to receive citizenship. This in- 
dictment states distinctly what the 
fraud was, and gives the defendant his de- 
sired opportunity to know just what he will 
have to prove, and at the same time it puts 
the Government’s case in accord with the 
opinions of the court concerning the form 
of indictment, and the government will 
not be hampered by the lack of harmony in 
that brancn of the case. 
. LEHMAN’S POSITION.

The previous indictments 
and one witness in each case are sufficient to 
satisty their minds, 

They are not wasting time, either. They re- 
ported this morning and retired immediately 
to their room and began work again.

REASONS FOR NO ACTION BEING TAKEN m 8 


a THE PROF. HARRIS CASE. 


The Sub-Committee Submits a Report to 
the Teachers Committee Substantiating 


the Report of the High School Trouble 


Published in the ‘“Post-Dispatch’’— 
Action Postponed Until Next Monday— 
Mr. Scott Blewett Resigns. 


T the meeting of the Teach- 
ers Committee of the School 
Board last evening the sub- 
committee appointed to in- 
vestigate certain remarks of 
Prof. W. H. Harris of the 
High School, which were of a 
y sectarian character and of- 
/ fensive to some of his young 
lady pupils, submitted a re- 
port. The report consisted 
of the testimony of seven of 
the young ladies and a statement from Prot. 
Harris. . 
When a Post-DIsPatTcuH reporter asked at 
the Superintendent’s office this morning 
what the committee’s action in the case had 
been the only information which could 
be obtained was that the matter had been laid 
over until next Monday. This seemed some- 
what peculiar and information as to the reason 
for the committee’s failure to act was then 
sought from some of the members. When the 
committee met last evening and had trans- 
acted routine business, the report of the Har- 
ris Investigating Committee was called for 
and was handed by Mr. Holmes, Chairman of 
the committee, to the Secretary to read. 
THE REPORT 
merely contained the statement of seven of 
the young ladies, all of which were corrobor- 
ative of the interviews published in the Post- 
DISPATCH at the time of the trouble in the 
school. These statements bore the signa- 
tures of the young ladies who made them. 
Prof. Harris’ statement, which was similar 
to that published in the Post-DISPATCH, was 
also read, and the professor, who was pres- 
ent, was then allowed to make a personal ex- 
planation. When he had concluded, Miss 
Meeson, the principal of the Normal School, 
was permitted to address the committee. One 
of the members objected, om the grounds 
that he was unable to see what 
necessity there could possibly be 
or hearing Miss Meeson in the 
matter, since she was not 


present when the alleged remarks had been 
made and could know nothing about the case 
except what she had heard. Since there 
was plenty of direct testimony he could not 
understand why any indirect teatimony was 
desired. He was overruled. Miss Meeson 
was introduced. The object of her 1 2 
ance before the committee in Mr. 

behalf was soon made manifest. Her testimony 
was of a character 3 called expert. The 
nature of it was this: iss Meeson, who 
has large experience in teaching andon the 
very subject which Prof. Harris was attempt- 
ing to iustruct his — when be gave utter- 
ance to remarks, which were resented as an 
ineult by the pupils in his class on whose re- 
ligion they reflected, thought it likely that on 
such a subject as **ckureh architecture’’ the 
instructor might say things which were not 
intended to de offensive, but might be so con- 
etrued by pupils ofa certain enomination. 
Again Miss Meeson said she also was of the 
opinion that inaschool located as the High 
School is, right on the street, and the noise of 
traffic over the granite giving almost contin- 
ual disturbance, that it was not impossible 
that what Mr. Harris said might have 
been misunderstood.

NOW, ON TO WASHINGTON 


THE WORLD’S FAIR COMMITTEE TO SENDA 
STRONG DELEGATION TO THE CAPITAL. 


Why This Action Was Not Taken at an 
Karlier Date—The Peoullarly Advan- 
tageous Position of St. Louis—What the 
Silver Convention Will De fer the 
World’s Fair. 


Ythe first of Dec- 
emberand probably 
before that, a large 
delegation of St. 
Louisans interested 
in the World’s Fair, 
will 
establish themselves 
in Washington, and 
will remain there 
watching for the in- 
terests of the city 
until the question of 
location is finally 
settied. The matter 
of representation at 
Wasbington has by 
no means been 
neglected by the Executive Committee but 
after mature consideration it was deemed 
bestto postpone sending a delegation until 
the time set for the assemblage of Congress. 
NO IMPORTANT END, 

it was believed, would be gained by sending a 
delegation to represent St. Louls’ interests at 
the national capital while the great majority 
of the Congressmen were absent. The recent 
elections detained all the Congressmen of the 
States holding elections at their homes, and 
Washington has been practically empty as far 
as Congress is concerned. Itis evident that 
no object was to be gained by sending 
a committee to influence legislation when 
there were no legisiators to be influenced, and 
for this reason the Executive Committee took 
no action in the matter, but decided to wait 
until the Congressmen were on their way to 
Washington. 

This time is nov close at hand. The elec- 
tlous are over, and within ashort time the 
members of the House of Representatives will 
be on their way to the national capital, When 
they arrive a delegation from St. Louis 
will be on the ground prepared to 
push the claims of the city in 
the most effective and thorough manner, It 
must not de forgotten that St. Louis will be 
first in the field without sending a man across 
the river. 

THE 6ILVER CONVENTION 

will be attended by alarge number of Con- 
gressmen on their way to Washinaeton, and 
the fact that the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives was to meet in December huda 
great influence in fixing the time for the Silver 
Convention. While the gathering is in session 
the World's Fair Committee will not be 
die, and it is hoped that 
the Congressmen attending it will 
take their departure thoroughiy convinced 
of the superiority of St. Louis as a location. 
If they do not, it will be no fault of the 
Executive Committee, as Frank Gaiennie bas 
taken the matter in hand, and this is equival- 
ent to saying that everything possible will be 
done and nothing left to chance. A meeting 
of the Executive Committee will be 
beld at an eariy date, and arrangements made 
for sending a strong and representative dele- 
gation to Washington. 

Yesterday an important meeting of the 
committee on unclassified interests was heid 
at the beadquarters of the Executive Commit- 
tee in the Mermod 4 Jaccard building. They 
reported that a large sum, much more consid- 
erable than had been expected, was already 
pledged, but that a great many ‘ot those who 
desired to contribute had not yet been afford- 
ed an opportunity of so doing. After discuss- 
ing the situation an adjouroment was taken to 
4:80 this afternoon The Kentucky Committee 
met atthe office of Robert Kern and prepared 
a letter to be addressed to the citizens of that 
State. Thelndianaand Tennessee Commit- 
tees meet at 5 o’clock to-morrow, and on Sat- 
urday at4 o’clock theNew York Committee 
will assembie.

TWO CANADIAN HORSES BREAK IT‘ AT THE. 


CHICAGO HORSE SHOW. 


Dominick MeCaffrey Gives a Glowing Ac- 
count of His Ring Achievements—The 
New Brotherhood League Meerting— 
Trouble Between the Racing Associa- 
tlons Near New York—Results of Yester- 
day’s Racing—Sperting News. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 7. 
HE world’s record for 
Bigh jumping, 6 feet 
8% inches, which was 
made atthe New York 
horse show last year 
by Mr. Gebhard’s Leo 
and by Filemaker, was 
beaten by an inch and 
a half by two horses at 
the Ohicago horse 
show after midnight 
last night. 

It was nearly 11 
o’clock when seven 
jumpers came out for 
the prize offered by 
Charies Swartz for the 
~ t best high jumping at 

— catoh weights. Ac- 

J cording to the rules of 

this class, if any horse should beat the New 

York record the association agreed to add $500 
to Mr. Swartz’ prize of $100. 

The jumping began at 4 feet 9 inches, and all 
the horses sailed over with little difficulty un- 
tilthe bars had been put up to 5 feet 8 inches 
When 6 feet 2 inches of timber was put up the 
contest narrowed down to Ontario, a Cana 
dian-bred horse owned by 8. 8. Howland of 
Mount Morris, N. Y., and Roseberry, another 
Oanadian, owned by Marehouse & Pepper of 
Toronto, 

Up went the bar to 6 feet (inches. Ontario 
cleared itand Roseberry followed suit. The 
bar was raised to 6 feeté inches and again 
both cleared it. The excitement was now 
intense as the jump grew near the record and 
both horses were inform; 6 feet 8 inches was 
announced as the height of the bar, only an 
inch and a quarter from the record. Ontario led 
and made three galiant attempts, but falled. 
He was given another chance and cleared it 
grandly amid wild cheers. Roseberry flew it 
to perfection at his second attempt. 

Now the bar went up to 6 feet 10 inches, 
three-quarters of an inch above the record 
and the crowd in its excitement and enthu- 
siasm rose to its feet en masse. The height 
was measured with the greatest accuracy, so 
that there could be no caviling if the 
jump was made. Ontario came 
at it for the first time amid breathiess silence. 
The gallant horse rose, but he could not quite 
get over, and the top bar was broken. Again 
the bay came at it and this time he cleared it. 
Then pandemonium ensued. Everybody 
yelled, the jockeys surrounded the horse and 
his plucky rider,and for a while nothing could 
bedone. Leo and Filemaker were eclipsed 
and there was still another horse to compete. 
An accurate measurement mace the height six 
feet ten and three-quarter inches. Now it 
was Roseberry’s turn. He came at it Ike 
lion, but hit the top rail hard, beaking it. The 
second attempt he flew it likeabird. Then 
pandemonium burst out anew and old horese- 
men embraced one another. Never in the 


world had such jumping been seen—six feet 
ton and three-quarter inches cleared by twu 
horses on the same day. 

Roseberry is a buckskin gelding with black 
— 4 years old and sixteen hands bigh. He

A STORMY MEETING. 


Investigating a Scandal Affecting a Colored 
Preacher at Plainfield, N. J. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTon. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Nov. 7.—A scandal affect- 
ing the reputation of the Rev. J. W. Mitchell, 
pastor of Mount Olive Baptist Church on Lib- 
erty street, where many devout negroes wor- 
ship, bas been afloat for several weeks. It is 
alleged that the pastor has been for some 
time maintaining improper relations with a 
a married woman living near the Main Street 


Depot; that he has visited her house almost 
in one instance as often as 
times in one day during 
husband’s absence; that he 
has frequently walked lovingly arm- in - arm 
with her in the evening through the streets; 
that the woman confided to several of her 
feminine friends her relations with the pastor 
asifehe telt proud oi it; that the officers of 
the church held several secret meetings to in- 
vestigate the story; that the story finally 
reached the pastor’s wife, who visited the 
woman inthe case to get the story from her 
own lips; that the woman denied it; that the 
wife then confronted her with the women 
to whom she had told the story; 
that she denied ever having told it to them, 
but afterward said she had told it to them in 
fun, and that finally it was decided to submit 
the matter to the church members on Monday 
evening. There was a large and excited 
meeting in the church, the stormy session 
continuing till very late. The excitement 
was so great in fact that the police were sum- 
moned tothe church. Just what conclusion 
was reached respecting the pastor could not 
be ascertained. The church is divided as to 


his guilt. There seems to be no 
doubt about his visits to the 
woman. Those who believe him 


guilty think the womun’s latest story is in- 
tended to shield him, since he has seen the 
storm the scandal has raised. The husband 
ofthe woman in the case declares that the 
charges were preferred by certain members 
of the congregation, who are jealous becauss 
the pastor pays so much attention to his wife 
and visits ber purely on spiritual motives. 
The Rev. ur. Mitchell has been with the 
church tor several years and has always been 
held in high esteem by the members and the 
community at large.

THE PILGRIM CHURCH, 


Renovation and Kedecoration of the Mag - 
nificent Edifice. 


The repairs upon Pilgrim Church are so 
nearly completed that the congregation ex- 
pect to occupy the church next Sunday morn- 
jag and evening. Extensive improvements 
have been made. Outside, the woodwork 
about the tower has been rebuilt, and all the 
exterior woodwork has deen repainted. The 
windows and root have been overhauled and 


repaired. All the old plumbing has been 
taken out and replaced with the best modern 
appliances.
